The  Temperance  Vote. 

The  motives  of  the  men  who  have 
oaganizetl  and  conducted  the  third 
partv  movement  in  the  United  States 
are  no  doubt  as  various  and  mixed  as 
those  of  party  managers  and  followers 
usually  are.  Many  no  doubt  entered 
the  raiiks  of  the  Prohibitionists  with 
wholly  upright  and  honest  intentions. 
Seeing  the  enormous  injur}  done  by 
the  traffic  in  intoxicating  beverages, 
and  the  wholly  inadequate  means 
adopted  to  restrain  the  evil,  they 
would  throttle  it  at  once  with  the 
strong  baud  of  the  law.  Earnest 
men,  of  sanguiqe  temperament,  are 
apt  to  take  the  most  direct  road  to 
the  accomplishment  of  their  purposes. 
They  see  no  difficulties  which  cannot 
1 4  overcome,  they  scorn  to  consider 
the  dangers  of  failure.  Nevertheless 
the  difficulties  and  dangers  shown  in 
practical  experience  in  many  states 
are  sufficient  to  suggest  that  other 
remedies  less  direct  may,  in  some 
places,  be  better)  adapted  to  the  pur- 
jx>8e  of  restrain^.  Behind  these  ear¬ 
nest  men, who  cannot  be  divorced  from 
the  Prohibition  party  until  it  has 
ceased  to  draw  the  breath  of  life,  are 
those  Who  hold  that  nothing  but  a 
stern  protest  at  the  polls  can  bring 
the  dominant  parties  to  the  adoption 
of  stringent  mtasures  for  the  sup¬ 
pression  of  this  great  evil. 

These  men  are  inclined  to  be  mote 
reasonable  in  their  demands,  and  less 
obstinate  in  their  adherence  to  par¬ 
ticular  methods.  They  constitute,  no 
doubt,  the  bulk  of  the  Prohibition 
party.  To  them,  a  few  words  at  this 
point  in  the  canvass  may  wisely  be  ad¬ 
dressed.  .  I 

The  tem iterance  issue  at  the  pres 
eat  time  is  purely  a.  locid  or  state 
issue.  No  national  legislation  is 
sible  or  even  desirable.  If  there  shall 
ever  l>e  a  National  Constitutional 
Amendment  prohibiting  the  manufac¬ 
ture  and  sale  of  liquors,  the  -time 
when  such  an  amendment  can  be 
adopted  is  in  the  far  future,  and  need 
not  indueuce  any  man’s  vote  in  the 
present  contest. 

Temperance,  is  however,  a  local 
and  State  issue.  That  issue  has  been 
bravely  met  by  the  w  ise  action  of  the 
Republican  party.  Contrary  to  the 
predictions  of  many  shrewd  oWervers 
of  the  drift  of  polities,  to  the  surprise 
of  friends  of  temj>erajuce,  and  to  the 
amazement  of  its  enjeinies,  the  last 
legislature  passed  a  temperance  la\\ 
combining  the  best  features  of  high 
license  with  the  best  features  of  local 
option.  The  law  has  gone  into  oper¬ 
ation.  Already  its  good  results  are 
apparent,  although  the  time  is  still 
too  soon  to  estimate  its  ultimate  ef¬ 
fects.  Many  of  the  old  licenses  have 
not  yet  matured,  and  the  counsels  of 
opponents  of  the  law  have  prevented 
the  ready  acceptance  and  acqui¬ 
escence  of  liquor  dealers.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  in  the  large  cities  there  is  a 
perceptible  decrease  in  the  number  of 
saloon#,  ami  a  lyge  increase  in  the 
revenue  from  license. 

The  local  optnm  feature  has  proved 
i-qually  successful.  Out  of  five  coun¬ 
ties  voting  under  the  provisions  of  the 
bill,  four  ha\e  voted  for  no  license. 
The  law  has  l>een  Afruleutly  assailed, 
not  only  by  the  open  enemies  of  all 
temperance  legislation,  but  by  its 
professed  friends.  The  motives  of 
those  who  enacted  it  have  been  as¬ 
sailed  It  has  been  claimed  that  it 
was  passed  for  political  purpose*.  that 
it  would  be  declared  imcoustituti  ial, 
and  prove  entirely  iupracti.  a  »le. 
These  predictions  have  proved  i  .lla- 
cious.  The  law  has  been  deviated 
constitutional  by  the  highest  cou.t  in 
the  State  and  is  in  practical  opbm:  i  u. 
The  question  is  shall  it  now  be  >us-  j 
tamed,  or  shall  it  be  repealed  ?  T here 
is  not  uow  any  question  as  to  i..ore 
radieal  legislation,  but  whether  that 
already  secured  can  be  kept  upon  the 
statute  book.  The  settlement  of  the 
question  depends  1 ' rgely  ujk.ii  the 
distention  of  the  tenq>era|ioe  \>>te.  [
